Do You Remember This Fair Scene? 


Within the last few years the 
question of poisonous residues on 
fruits and vegetables has received 
much attention. This situation has 
been remedied for vegetables by tile 
development of non-arsenical and 
non-lead Insecticides which are ef­ 
fective against many insects. These 
are used ordinarily in the latter part 
of the growing season when It is 
undesirable to apply poisonous in­ 
secticide to vegetable* plants, says* 
County Agent M. T. Hartman. 
On fruits, especially apples, the 
spraying program for insects is so 
arranged that there is a minimum 
amount of lead and arsenic in the 
residues on tile apples, 
lf these 
sprays are applied as suggested there 
should bv no jroisons above the tol­ 
erance allowed for such fruits. 
In 
commercial 
orchards 
when 
codling moth infestations have been 
heavy, additional splays may hav< 
be eh suggested in which case these 
growers should be prepared to re­ 
move the residue from tire fruits.

COLOR PICTURES 
IS DEVELOPED 


Two Young Hollywood Inven­ 
tors I sed Double Lens Ar­ 
rangement.

Hollywood — The case of a color­ 
blind man oddly enough, is responsi­ 
ble for the screen’s latest color pho­ 
tog ra phy invention. 
Two young inventors, Robert Hoyt 
and Leon Ungar, are alm ost ready 
for commercial use of their process 
for photographing motion pictures 
in color- a method they claim is far 
simpler than any now in use. 
Originally, Hoyt explains, the pair | 
was interested in experim ents to­ 
ward presenting three-dim ensional 
pictures. 
"Then one day.” says Hoyt, at 31, 
a former talent agent and director- 
producer of western pictures, "I read 
in the papers about a fellow who

shot in the head, had had his eye- j 
sight saved by surgeons. 
He could 
see perfectly, except th a t he was now 
totally color-blind. 
I started read­ 
ing up on the subject, and learnec I 
of the importance to color vision ol I 
the liquid in the eyeball.

Smut Loss Grain Calls 
For Seed Treatments 


Pennsylvania farm ers this year 
experienced the third highest loss 
from stinking sm ut in wheat since 
records have been kept, according to 
County Agent M. T. Hartman. 
Losses were low in the first years 
when records were kept. 
Then, in 
1926 the loss was six per cent. The 
following year there was an increase 
of one percent. 
W ith widespread 
use of seed treatm ent to control the 
sm ut, lasses for several years were 
com paratively low. 
More recently 
there has been a gradual increase, 
and this year the loss on fields sur­ 
veyed averaged 5.3 per cent. 
Mr. 
H artm an 
recommends 
to 
growers th a t they examine care­ 
fully w heat intended for seeding this 
fall and if any evidence of sm ut is 
found th a t the seed be treated. 
Even 
clean 
wheat 
may 
be­ 
come 
infested 
by 
contact 
with 
threshing m achines, grain bags, or 


drills which have contained sm utty 
wheat. 
Years of 
dem onstrations 
have 
shown th a t the first step in controll­ 
ing stinking sm ut is thorough clean- 
| ing to remove all sm ut balls. If the 
wheat contains more than IO per 
cent sm ut it is almost impassible to 
remove all of it and it is better to 
obtain clean wheat for seeding. 
The second step in control is to 
apply a disinfecting dust which will 
adhere to the outside of the kernels. 
Either copper carbonate or organic 
mercury used according to the rec-' 
I om m endations of the extension serv­ 
ice have proved effective. 
County Agent H artm an can sup­ 
ply detailed inform ation on treat­ 
m ent and precautions to be observed. 
Stinking sm ut always is more se­ 
vere on later planted w heat and 
special care should be taken to plant 
treated wheat.

At this time of the year there is 
nothing more unsightly in the lawn 
than those heavy rosettes of dan­ 
delions and plantains that are bus­ 
ily .storing food in their extensive 
loot systems 
in preparation 
for 
v inter. There is no better time to 
do something 
about these 
pests 
than light now, and during the fall 
until 
snow 
fl.es," 
says 
County 
Agent M. T. Hartman. 
“Whqt 
shall 
I 
do—dig 
them 
out?” ask.' the harassed hone-own - 
er. 
This is the usual method of 
removing them but is by far the 
least effective because, if they are 
not removed 
properly 
they will 
come back ca strong as ever. 
Ac­ 
cording to the latest information 
from the Pennsylvania State col­ 
lege. however, they can be easily 
removed permanently by a simple 
n.ethod, 
using a common cheap 
chemical. The method is the out­ 
come of extensive weed control ex­ 
periments in turf conducted by the 
United 
States 
Golf 
association 
Green Section at Washington, D. 
C , and continued at the Pennsyl­ 
vania State college. 
Here is the method for removing 
occasional rosette weeds: 
The chemical used is sodium ar­ 
senate, a common, cheap product 
ordinarily retailing at less than 25 
cents a pound. It is a poison con­ 
taining arsenic; 
hence, the ordi­ 
nary methods of orecaution should
